Information Paper: Australian Bureau of Statistics Business Register — Recent 
Developments, 1991 


The majority of major economic censuses and surveys conducted by the ABS use the 
business register, which carries information on the structure of each business, address 
and contact information, industry classification and historical employment data. This 
paper provides an overview of the register, the major elements of the current upgrade 
program and the impact of the most recent developments. In brief, the developments 
will lead to improvements in the quality of statistical series whose population frames 
are drawn from the register, reductions in the reporting load on businesses but may 
also lead to a short term decrease in the reliability of some series. The size and 
significance of, and the series affected by, these changes are also discussed. 


Manufacturing, Western Australia, 1988-89 ($12.50) 
Contains data from the annual Manufacturing Census, including summary of operations 
by industry class; type of employment and components of turnover; and selected items 


by employment size group and statistical division. Also includes comparisons with the 
rest of Australia and selected commodities produced.
